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Connected  Learning 

A  POWERFUL  LINK  BETWEEN  THEORY  AND  EXPERIENCE 

T  IS  SAID  THAT  EXPERIENCE  IS  THE  BEST  TEACHER,  AND  AT  LASELL 
College,  faculty  members  put  the  adage  to  good  use  each  day,  as  they  find 
exciting  ways  to  combine  classroom  lectures  with  satisfying  "connected 
learning"  experiences  for  students  in  specific  fields  of  study. 

With  professional  work  sites  on  campus  —  including  a  fully  operational  bed  and 
breakfast,  travel  agency,  the  nationally  accredited  daycare  center  and  nursery  school  —  as 
well  as  several  hundred  faculty-supervised  sites  throughout  New  England  and  beyond, 
students  from  Lasell  get  front-line  exposure  to  the  professions  they  have  chosen. 

"Unlike  traditional  internships,  which  are  generally  paid,  stand-alone  experiences, 
Lasell's  connected  learning  is  part  of  the  foundation  of  the  teaching  structure,  infusing  every  aspect  of 
life  on  campus,"  says  Dr.  Cathy  Livingston,  dean  of  academic  affairs.  "For  students,  the  experiences  are 
usually  dynamic,  engaging,  and  satisfying,  allowing  them  to  test,  enhance,  and  develop  skills  and 
recognize  their  own  potential  and  value  in  the  workplace." 

Students  in  the  Fashion  program,  for  instance,  who  learn  the  theories  behind  effective  retail 
sales,  get  the  opportunity  to  express  their  new-found  knowledge  by  actually  creating  show  windows 
—  first,  using  the  on-campus  facility  and  later,  showing  off  their  visual  flair  by  designing  display 
windows  at  participating  retail  stores.

"Connected  learning  is  a  wonderful 
confidence-builder,"  says  Professor  Richard  Bath, 
director  of  the  Lasell  Institute  for  Fashion 
Technology.  "Students  have  the  opportunity  to 
express  themselves  and  take  responsibility  for 
their  decisions  in  what  is  still  a  relatively  risk-free 
environment,"  he  says. 

"Of  course,  faculty  are  always  there  to 
support  and  advise  them.  But  in  connected 
learning  situations,  such  as  when  our  students 
collaborate  with  the  Boston  design  community  to 
create  a  fashion  show  fund-raiser,  students  are 
given  the  responsibility  and  authority  to  perform 
in  their  chosen  field.  If  their  decisions  aren't  the 
best  they  could  possibly  make,  they  won't  get 
fired.  Students  get  the  opportunity  to  rethink 
choices  and  make  better  ones." 

From  freshman  year  on,  connected  learning 
infuses  each  of  Lasell's  academic  programs. 
Students  in  the  Interior  Design  program,  for 
instance,  are  presented  with  complex  projects  like 
the  recent  upgrading  of  interiors  for  the  Lasell 
Inn.  As  a  team,  they  accomplished  their  tasks 
over  the  course  of  two  semesters  and  brought  the 
project  in  under  budget,  boasts  Professor  Andre 
van  de  Putte,  director  of  the  Art /Interior  Design 
program  at  Lasell. 

This  year,  Interior  Design  students  are

"It  was  a  great  experience  because  I  knew 
nothing  about  what  it  was  like  to  work  in  a  real 
travel  agency  before,"  says  Amy  Provencal,  a 
Travel  and  Tourism  major,  of  her  experience 
working  at  the  American  Express/Lasell  College 
Travel  Agency  on  Woodland  Road.  Amy,  now  a 
senior,  learned  the  intricacies  of  the  computer 
system  used  by  the  travel  industry,  helped  book 
passenger  tickets,  and  got  the  opportunity  to 
assist  clients  with  their  flight  arrangements. 

"Now  I  know  about  some  of  the  real 
.problems  that  travel  agents  face,  and  how  to 
solve  those  problems,"  says  Amy.  She  believes 


that  the  skills  she  learned  at  the  agency  will  give 
her  a  significant  edge  when  she  looks  for  work 
after  graduation. 

Amy's  new-found  knowledge  has  made  her  a 
valuable  resource  for  classmates.  "Now,  thanks 
to  my  experience  at  the  travel  agency,  I  can  even 
suggest  good  vacation  spots  in  states  all  around 
the  country,"  she  grins. 

Rory  McGrath,  a  sophomore  in  Fashion 
Merchandising,  also  gained  real  work  experience 
through  connected  learning  on  the  campus.  As 
the  house  manager  of  Lasell's  annual  Fall 
Fashion  Show,  Rory  participated  in  a 
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New  Initiatives  Spur  College  Momentum

In  this  season  of  national  political  rivalry,  momentum  is  a  word  often  used 

to  describe  even  the  most  transitory  upward  movement  in  the  polls  of  public  opinion.  From  Iowa  to 
Louisiana  to  New  Hampshire,  candidates  and  spin  masters  point  to  the  slightest  surge  in  numbers  and 
proudly  proclaim  that  the  momentum  is  theirs  —  at  least  until  the  next  poll. 
Politics  aside,  we  at  Lasell  College  frequently         ATHLETICS 


speak  of  the  momentum  that  spurs  our  institution 
forward.  In  our  case,  the  momentum  has  been 
sustained  in  clear  and  quantifiable  ways.  A  long 
list  of  positive  indicators  demonstrates  the 
consistent  growth  and  increased  stability  we  are 
experiencing. 

An  18-year  high  in  enrollment,  continued 
increases  in  alumnae  giving,  five  years  of 
balanced  budgets,  the  investment  in  more  faculty 
as  well  as  facilities  —  all  support  the  sense  of 
accomplishment  and  momentum  that  I  believe 
will  take  Lasell  boldly  into  the  21st  century. 

Recent  developments,  which  I  outline  below, 
hold  the  promise  that  1996  will  offer  even  more 
persuasive  evidence  that  this  is  a  college  with 
innovative  programming  and  sound  fiscal 
management. 

ACADEMIC  AFFAIRS 

The  Commission  on  Institutions  of  Higher 
Education  acted  favorably  on  the  scheduled 
progress  report  submitted  by  my  office  this  past 
September.  The  Commission  applauded  the 
significant  progress  on  most  issues  and  did  not 
call  for  a  team  visit  often  accompanying  the 
required  fifth-year  report,  especially  for  most  new 
baccalaureate  institutions  or  those  financially 
fragile. 

Lasell's  acclaimed  Child  Study  Center 
recently  received  a  grant  from  the  Frances  R. 
Dewing  Foundation  to  help  develop  a  Multiple 
Intelligence  curriculum.  We  hope  to  parlay  this 
effort  into  a  larger  future  grant  to  explore  the 
viability  of  running  an  elementary  school  at  Lasell 
based  on  such  a  curriculum. 

The  American  Occupational  Therapy 
Association  has  granted  Lasell's  OTA  program 
"Developing  Program  Status."  Completing 
Lasell's  two-year  associate's  degree  program 
earns  graduates  the  title  Certified  Occupational 
Therapist  Assistant  (COTA),  which  qualifies  them 
to  work  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered 
occupational  therapist,  and  makes  them  eligible 
for  state  licensing  and  national  certification. 


The  construction  of  Lasell's  17,000-square-foot 
Recreation  Center  is  most  timely  as  our  NCAA 
Division  III  teams  continue  to  improve.  After  a 
winning  soccer  season  and  a  much  improved 
volleyball  season,  the  basketball  team  has  the 
highest  participation  in  years  with  great  promise 
for  the  future  as  most  players  are  freshmen.  Their 
record  is  6-8,  with  a  recent  convincing  57-41  win 
over  Wheelock.  Progress  on  the  Center  has  been 
delayed  by  the  ravages  of  a  true  New  England 
winter,  but  should  be  completed  by  summer,  in 
good  time  for  the  new  athletic  season. 

LASELL  VILLAGE 

One  of  the  College's  most  compelling  and 
forward-looking  new  initiatives  is  Lasell  Village, 
an  educational  retirement  community  —  the  first 
of  its  kind  in  the  country  —  that  Lasell  will  build 
next  to  its  50-acre  campus  on  a  13-acre  site  known 
as  the  Esker. 

Designed  for  people  over  65  who  are 
committed  to  lifelong  learning,  the  Village  will 
provide  its  residents,  as  well  as  the  College  faculty 
and  students,  with  exciting  opportunities  for 
intergenerational  studies  and  care.  The  Village 
will  be  an  experiment  in  bidirectional  education  in 
which  seniors  and  students  can  share  and 
augment  one  another's  learning  experiences 
across  the  curriculum,  from  allied  health  to  social 
work  and  health  care  administration. 

Lasell  Village  is  designed  to  respond  to  the 
needs  of  active  seniors  as  well  as  our  other 
constituents.  We  expect  the  Village  to  have  a 
positive  influence  on  our  traditional  students,  for 
whom  a  degree  from  Lasell  means  marketable 
skills  and  employment.  That  will  be  particularly 
true  of  those  students  who,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Village,  will  focus  on  the  burgeoning  field  of 
gerontology.  For  its  residents,  the  Village  will 
offer  all  the  amenities  of  traditional  lif ecare 
communities,  along  with  a  flexible  multi-faceted 
educational  component  that  includes  the  option  of 
sharing  classrooms  and  life  experiences  with 
Lasell  students  and  those  of  neighboring 


institutions. 

Lasell  Village,  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary  of 
the  College,  is  a  defining  aspect  of  Lasell,  allowing 
it  to  respond  creatively  to  the  growing  need  for 
residential  care  facilities  for  active  seniors  while 
answering  the  demand  for  developing 
professionals  in  the  fields  of  gerontology  and 
health  care  administration. 

Demographically  speaking,  the  timing  could 
not  be  better.  According  to  the  American 
Association  of  Retired  Persons  (1995),  while  only 
4  percent  of  the  U.S.  population  was  over  the  age 
of  65  in  1900,  nearly  13  percent  are  over  65  today. 
This  segment  of  the  population  is  expected  to 
grow  to  52  million,  or  17.7  percent  of  the 
population,  by  2020. 

CarePlex  Group,  Inc.,  the  former  Continuum 
Care  Corporation,  is  negotiating  to  develop  the 
project  following  an  extensive  due  diligence 
review,  including  architectural  drawings, 
construction  estimates,  and  a  marketing  study.  I 
hope  that  development  and  management 
agreements  will  have  been  signed  by  the  time  you 
read  this.  A  consultant  has  already  been  hired  to 
open  CarePlex's  handsome  new  Lasell  Village 
office  in  the  Yamawaki  Art  and  Cultural  Center 
later  this  month  and  to  open  a  priority  waiting 
list.  If  the  project  is  as  well  received  as  we  expect, 
CarePlex  could  begin  construction  of  Lasell 
Village  in  1997. 

The  entire  Lasell  community  is  buoyed  by  the 
anticipation  of  these  new  initiatives  that  will 
allow  the  College  —  one  of  only  84  women's 
colleges  remaining  in  the  nation  —  to  thrive, 
despite  national  trends.

Rory  learned  about  advertising  the  event  and 
even  came  up  with  a  logo  that  gave  the  show  a 
graphic  identity.  Another  positive  aspect  of  her 
connected  learning  experience  was  the 
networking  opportunity  that  field  work  in  a 
profession  creates.  "To  arrange  the  fashion  show 
we  had  to  speak  with  the  vice  president  of 
Filene's,"  says  Rory.  "I've  learned  how  to  present 
myself  in  the  professional  world,  not  just  by 
talking  about  it  in  the  classroom,  but  by  being  right 


in  the  middle  of  the  whole  spectrum  of  the  fashion 
world,  and  actually  doing  what  I've  learned. 

"Taking  part  in  this  show  and  being 
responsible  for  specific  areas  gave  me  a  clear 
sense  of  the  many  elements  that  have  to  come 
together  to  create  a  successful  event.  It  felt  good  to 
be  so  directly  involved  and  to  have  the  authority 
to  accomplish  a  task  of  this  dimension.  Now,  I 
have  the  experience  to  run  a  fashion  show  and  I 
feel  confident  that  I  can  do  it  successfully."  *•> 
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DR.  CATHY  LIVINGSTON,  academic 
dean,  and  ELIZABETH  WINTER,  vice 
president  for  business  and  finance,  have  for  the 
past  three  years  regularly  represented  the 
Commission  on  Institutions  of  Higher  Learning 
on  accreditation  teams  to  New  England 
institutions.

Fiddle  Ribbon,  due 
out  in  spring  1996, 
is  about  children  on 
Cape  Breton  Island 
who  take  up  the 
culture  of  their 
grandparents.

Washington,  D.C.  Dr.  Panchuck  spoke  about 
Project  H.E.A.R.T.S.,  the  HIV/AIDS  Education 
and  Responsive  Training  for  Staff  program  she 
has  developed  for  teachers  and  other  caregivers 
who  work  with  children  infected  with  the  virus. 
"H.E.A.R.T.S.  is  an  offshoot  of  Camp 
Colors,  the  summer  day  camp  for  children 
living  with  HIV/  AIDS  which  Lasell  co- 
sponsors  with  In  the  Best  Interests  of  the 
Children,"  Dr.  Panchuck  explains.  "This 
project  emphasizes  that  children  living  with 
the  virus  need  compassionate,  responsive 
care.  Like  all  children,  their  growth  and  well- 
being  can  be  maximized  in  a  nurturing, 
loving  environment."  Panchuck  created  a 
pamphlet  for  dissemination  to  early 
childhood  school  teachers  and  others  who 
increasingly  come  into  contact  with  children 
with  HIV  disease.  It  outlines  some  basics  in 
the  care  of  this  special  population  and  seeks 
to  make  clear  that  "HIV/ AIDS  cannot  be 

transmitted 
through  casual 
contact  or 
routine  daily 
activities,  and 
that  routine 
caregiving  to 
HIV/AIDS 
infected  children 
will  not  transmit 
the  virus  to 
staff."  Shirley 
Gallerani,  M.S., 
the  director  of 
the  Lasell  Child 
Study  Centers 
(and  a  graduate 
of  Lasell) 
assisted  in  the 
presentation.  »■ 
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a  student  recreation  area.  "Students  shepherd  the 
process  through  a  full  academic  year,  going  from 
concept  to  completion,"  van  de  Putte  explains. 
"Students  interview  the  'clients'  to  determine 
usage  goals  and  identify  problems.  They  then 
develop  a  feasible  budget  for  the  project,  produce 
drawings,  present  a  complete  proposal,  obtain 
client  approval,  and  see  the  project  through  to 
completion  by  researching  and  hiring  outside 
vendors  and  contractors.  The  whole  process  gives 
students  a  wonderful  sense  of  accomplishment," 
says  van  de  Putte. 

Business  Administration  program  majors, 
who  take  personal  finance  and  investment  courses, 
work  in  teams  and  individually,  in  much  the  same 
way  they  would  as  employees  in  an  investment 
house,  putting  pretend  money  to  the  test  in  their 
development  of  high  performing  investment 
portfolios.  "It  gives  students  the  opportunity  to 
experience  actively  how  things  work,"  explains 
Professor  George  Redmond,  director  of  the 
Business  Administration  program. 

Lasell  students  took  the  investment  experience 
beyond  the  classroom  in  a  national  collegiate  stock 
competition  sponsored  by  The  Boston  Globe,  by 
investing  $100,000  of  their  "money"  in  a  portfolio 
that  finished  second  out  of  10  in  net  value, 
according  to  Redmond.  Among  the  host  of  other 
connected  learning  opportunities  at  Lasell  is  a  two- 
week  executive  "shadow  program"  that  pairs 
students  with  business  executives,  allowing  them 
to  observe  and  participate  in  the  everyday  routines 
of  corporate  life.  "This  goes  on  in  addition  to  the 
classroom  work,  so  it  makes  the  theory-learning  all 
the  more  vital  and  exciting,"  says  Redmond. 

"One  of  the  real  benefits  of  connected  learning 
is  its  power  to  expose  students  to  their  chosen 
fields  early  on,  giving  them  a  chance  to  test 
preconceived  ideas  against  the  realities,"  says  Dr. 
Cate  Solomon,  director  of  the  program  in  Human 
Services,  Psychology  and  Sociology.  At  virtually 
every  level,  students  interested  in  making  human 
services  a  career  can  experience  what  this  work  is 
really  about.  Avenues  for  exploration  include  the 
College's  Center  for  Women  in  Public  Service, 
which  provides  opportunities  to  participate  in 
tutoring,  mentoring,  administrative  and  direct  care 
situations  at  local  shelters,  schools,  and  support 
agencies. 

At  Lasell,  connected  learning  has  a  place  even 
in  the  Liberal  Arts  and  Interdisciplinary  Studies 
programs.  "We  look  for  ways  to  apply  course  work 
to  active  participation  in  the  outside  world,"  says 
program  director  Mimi  Reddicliffe.  Student 
projects  focus  on  building  written  and  oral 
communications  skills  and  strengthening  the 
analytical  process.  Assignments  have  included 
conducting  demographic  research  for  the  Newton 
Historical  Society,  researching  and  answering 
constituency  letters  in  the  office  of  a  state  senator, 
and  working  with  the  Needham  Youth 
Commission  in  addressing  issues  relating  to 
youngsters  in  high  school  and  middle  school. 

Lasell  President  Thomas  E.J.  de  Witt  points  out 
that  connected  learning  is  often  as  much  of  a  boon 
for  participating  organizations  as  it  is  for  students. 
"It's  a  win-win  situation,"  he  says.  "Our  students 
are  talented  and  enthusiastic  and  they  bring  those 
attributes  to  the  workplace  where  they  can  contribute  in 
meaningful  ways  to  an  organization.  I  think  of 
connected  learning  as  industry-related  community 
service.  It's  good  for  our  students  and  a  real  plus  for  the 
organizations  with  which  they  work."  **■ 
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ENTREPRENEURIAL  SPIRIT  THRIVES 
UNDER  DIRECTOR  OF  BUSINESS  PROGRAMS 

EORGE  REDMOND  HAS  MADE  AN  INDELIBLE  MARK 
on  Lasell  and  on  students  fortunate  enough  to  have  experienced 
his  work  at  the  head  of  the  class. 

Redmond,  who  holds  an  M.B.A. 
from  Assumption  College,  started  out 
in  the  business  sector,  working 
professionally  in  industry  for  20  years, 
but  teaching  was  like  a  magnet  that 
kept  drawing  him  closer  and  closer  to 
its  center.  Today,  as  the  dedicated, 
energetic  and  enthusiastic  director  of 
the  Business  Administration  and 
Hotel/Travel/Tourism  programs  at 
Lasell  College,  George  Redmond 
revels  in  the  knowledge  that  he  is 
absolutely  where  he  is  supposed  to  be. 

"I  believe  that  sometimes  you  have 
to  color  outside  the  lines  to  make  a 
difference,"  says  Redmond.  "One  has 
to  work  to  stay  current  professionally, 
by  reading  up  on  what  is  happening  in 

one's  field,  doing  research,  attending  seminars,  and  finding  ways  to  stretch 
intellectually.  Today,  young  people  need  to  come  out  of  their  education  as 
functioning  practitioners.  Our  job  is  to  give  them  a  head  start  by  exposing 
them  to  theory  along  with  how  that  theory  applies  to  real  world  situations." 

Since  taking  over  the  Business  Administration  program  last  year, 
George  Redmond  has  been  seeking  ways  to  blend  a  solid  academic 
background  with  practitioner  skills.  Three  new  initiatives  in  the  business 
program  are  designed  to  accomplish  Redmond's  goals.  A  "shadowing" 
program  allows  sophomores  to  follow  participating  local  business 
executives  through  two  weeks  of  daily  routine,  providing  important  early 
insights  into  students'  career  choices.  Redmond  is  working  to  bring  a 
satellite  chapter  of  the  Center  for  Entrepreneurial  Women  to  campus  with 
the  hope  of  sparking  exciting  collaborations  between  the  College  and  the 
organization.  Additionally,  he  is  creating  a  Business  Education  Site 
Training  (BEST)  network,  a  faculty-  and  student-driven  business  consulting 
enterprise  designed  to  provide  assistance  to  small  businesses  in  the  region. 

For  Redmond,  seeing  students  graduate  and  take  positions  of 
responsibility  in  the  workplace  and  in  society,  makes  it  all  worthwhile. 
"When  students  send  a  letter  or  fill  out  an  evaluation  that  says,  'Thanks. 
You've  made  a  difference/  for  me,  there  can  be  no  greater  reward."  **■

Oli  is  from  a  small  village  in  Gambia,  where  people  live  in  mud-brick 
homes  without  water  or  electricity  and  school  is  a  2  1/2-mile  walk  away. 
In  1986,  when  she  was  ten,  a  kerosene  fire  overtook  the  village,  killing  one 
and  injuring  six  other  people.  Oli  was  burned  over  two-thirds  of  her  body. 

While  recuperating  in  a  Gambian  hospital  for  18  months,  she  was 
befriended  by  Bonnie  Lang,  a  Peace  Corps  nurse  from  Peterborough. 
When  Lang  returned  to  the  States,  she  took  the  story  of  Oli  to  the  Shriners 
Burns  Institute  in  Boston. 

Inspired  to  help,  the  Shriners  sent  for  Oli  and  brought  her  to  America 
in  1990.  The  young  Gambian  arrived  in  New  Hampshire  without  knowing 
a  word  of  English,  but  she  quickly  learned. 

After  numerous  grafting  operations  done  through  the  support  of  the 
Shriners,  Oli  was  able  to  attend  Contoocook  Valley  Regional  High  School 
in  Peterborough. 

A  committed  student,  Oli  did  well  in  high  school.  And  when  it  came 
time  for  college,  she  set  her  heart  on  Lasell;  but  she  had  no  way  to  finance 
a  Lasell  education,  particularly  since  her  residency  status  excludes  her 
from  applying  for  traditional  forms  of  student  aid.  Lasell  granted  this 
promising  student  a  full  tuition  scholarship.  But  Oli  also  needed  money 
for  books,  room  and  board.  Word  of  her  plight  attracted  the  attention  of 
community  groups  and  Lasell  alumnae,  and  resulted  in  contributions  of 
money  for  books  and  a  place  for  her  to  stay  at  the  Walker  Center  near  the 
Lasell  College  campus. 

Now  Oli,  finished  with  her  first  semester  of  college,  has  high  hopes  for 
getting  her  bachelor's  degree  in  May  1999,  and  going  back  to  Gambia  to 
work  in  international  business  to  help  improve  the  lives  of  the  people  in 
her  village,  where  farming  is  still  the  main  occupation.  Said  Oli,  "I  love 
Lasell,  and  would  like  to  thank  the  faculty,  staff  and  alumnae  who  have 
helped  make  my  dream  of  a  college  education  here  become  a  reality."  »

world  as  never  before.  Lasell's  associate 

director  of  admission,  who  serves  as  the 

College's  coordinator  for  international 

admission,  has  been  covering  lots  of 

territory  during  the  last  three  years,  taking 

the  Lasell  message  to  more  than  20 

countries,  from  as  close  as  the  Caribbean 

and  Panama  to  as  far  away  as  Brazil, 

Indonesia,  Pakistan  and  Taiwan  (Republic 

of  China). 

Sogolow  is  on  a  mission  that  goes  far  beyond 
raising  the  number  of  international  students  that 
are  attracted  to  the  suburban  New  England 
campus  of  Lasell.  "Of  course,  there  is  the  reality 
that  with  demographic  changes,  colleges  and 


universities  who  compete  for  a  shrinking  pool  of 
students  in  this  country  must  turn  to  sources  in 
other  countries  to  fill  the  void.  But  demographics 
aside,  the  philosophy  that  drives  Lasell's 
international  admission  program  is  diversity,  an 
element  that  is  essential  given  society's 
increasingly  global  perspective,"  says  Sogolow. 
"The  world  is  getting  smaller.  And  we  work 
actively  to  bring  to  the  campus  a  population 
reflective  of  the  world  in  which  we  live. 
International  recruits  currently  constitute  5.5 
percent  of  the  student  body  at  Lasell,"  Sogolow 
reports.  "Especially  evident  are  the  inclusion  of 
international  components  across  the  curriculum. 
Programs  in  fashion,  education,  and  human 
services  are  enriched  by  a  broader,  more  global 
perspective  that  helps  students  understand  and 
compete  in  an  ever  changing  world.  I  also  see  our 
students  expanding  their  world  personally  by 
welcoming  our  international  students,  making 


friends  with  them,  learning  their  languages,  and 
even  traveling  back  home  with  them." 

"At  present,  Lasell  has  more  than  40

That's  when  she  heard  about  Lasell,  a  college 
that  seemed  to  be  just  what  she  was  looking  for.

Class  Tradition 
Attracted 
Photographs  and 
Drawings  from 
Notables

Une  hundred  years  ago,  the 

Class  of  1896  chose  as  its  honorary 

member,  Charles  Dana  Gibson,  artist  and 

cartoonist  whose  popular  pen  and  ink 

drawings  of  the  Gibson  Girl  appeared  in 

magazines  such  as  Life  and  Collier's.  The 

Gibson  Girl  represented  the  ideal 

American  girl  of  the  sophisticated  social 

world  of  the  Gay  Nineties,  as  that  decade 

was  later  called.  In  response  to  the  seniors' 

invitation  to  Mr.  Gibson,  he  sent  with  his 

acceptance  a  drawing  of  the  Lasell  Gibson 

Girl  with  this  signature:  "to  the  Class  of  '96 

with  all  good  wishes  from  C.  D.  Gibson."  It 

is  interesting  to  note  that  all  of  the  student 

drawings  in  the  Allerlei  yearbook  imitate 

the  Gibson  style.  Of  the  26  seniors  in  the 

Class  of  1896,  only  9  came  from  New 

England;  others  came  from  all  over  the 

country  (Missouri,  Illinois,  Ohio,  Colorado, 

Kansas,  West  Virginia,  Indiana)  and  from 

Canada. 

Beginning  in  1891,  students  in  their  junior 
year  selected  an  honorary  member  from 
outstanding 
contemporary 
men  and 
women  in  the 
country.  When 
the  chosen 
person 
accepted, 
usually  with  a 
signed 
photograph, 
the  photograph 
was  placed  at 
the  center  of 
the  framed 
individual  class 
pictures;  these 

were  then  hung  on  the  walls  of  the  bridge  from 
old  Bragdon  Hall  to  Carter  Hall  (now  the 
Yamawaki  Art  and  Cultural  Center).  These 
pictures  are  currently  displayed  in  the  Brennan 
Library.  Among  many  honorary  members  were 
such  outstanding  people  as  Mark  Twain, 
President  William  McKinley,  and  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes.  When  the  yearbook  became  the  Lamp  in 
1923,  the  honorary  member,  or  dedicatee,  was 
often  a  Lasell  teacher  or  dean.  In  1941  the 
honorary  member  was  Robert  Frost,  whose  poem 
"Come  In"  was  dedicated  to  the  Class  of  1941.  *

Student  Health  Services  at  Lasell 

MAKING  LIFE  AT  COLLEGE  EASIER  IN  A  COMPLICATED  TIME 

EARS  AGO,  WHEN  LIFE  SEEMED  SIMPLER  AND  OPTIONS  FEWER,  STUDENTS 
rarely  used  the  campus  health  center  for  anything  more  serious  than  a  sore  throat  or  a 
sprained  ankle.  "But  society  has  changed,"  says  Barbara  O'  Connell,  R.N.,  director  of  health 
services.  "A  growing  number  of  students  come  to  college  campuses  today  with  more 
complicated  lives  and  fewer  resources  to  fall  back  on  at  home." 

"College  can  be  the  best  of  times  and  worst  of        visible  on  campus  and  by  conducting  periodic 


times  for  many  young  people  venturing  away 
from  home  and  into  a  life  on  their  own,"  explains 
Janice  Fletcher,  LICSW,  director  of  the  counseling 
center.  "Students  can  find  that  their  personal 
problems  influence  classroom  performance." 
Relationship  troubles,  roommate  conflicts, 
pressure  about  exams  and  grades,  striving  to 
measure  up  to  family  expectations  back  home  — 
each  can  bring  on  reactions  of  stress,  fatigue,  and 
even  depression  for  students.  "We  see  it  most 
among  first  year  students  and  seniors,  two  groups 
in  major  transition,"  says  Fletcher. 

"Our  role  is  to  provide  nonjudgmental 
guidance,  support,  and  where  required,  clinical 
and  psychosocial  intervention,"  says  O'Connell. 
"I've  seen  a  significant  rise  in  the  use  of  health 
services  over  the  last  few  years,  and  those 
numbers  are  consistent  with  college  and 
university  health  centers  across  the  country,"  she 
reports.  "But  actually,  the  increase  is  good  news, 
because  it  means  that  students  are  dealing  more 
positively  with  issues.  Today,  there  is  far  more 
openness  in  talking  about  physical  and 
psychological  problems  than  ever  before. 

Lasell's  health  and  counseling  services  deal 
preemptively  with  student  problems  by  being 


group  meetings  in  residence  halls  as  well  as 
campus-wide  workshops  to  discuss  a  wide  variety 
of  developmental  and  "hot  button"  issues, 
including  self-esteem,  eating  disorders,  healthy 
relationships,  time  management,  and  substance 
abuse. 

"Confidentiality  is  always  assured," 
O'Connell  emphasizes.  "We  deal  with  our 
students  as  adults,  and  their  issues  are  never 
shared  with  faculty,  staff,  or  parents  unless 
permission  is  given  by  the  students  in  question." 

Parents,  too,  are  welcomed  into  the  holistic 
mix.  "We're  thrilled  when  parents  show  concern. 
If  there  is  a  worry,  we  suggest  to  a  parent  that  he 
or  she  encourage  their  daughter  to  come  in  and 
make  an  appointment.  But  it  has  to  be  the 
student's  decision  to  do  so,"  Fletcher  explains. 
.     "We  also  counsel  parents  to  be  watchful  of 
unusual  behavior  and  not  be  afraid  to  ask 
questions  when  their  daughters  come  home  — 
particularly  during  the  first  visit  back  from  school. 
It  is  important  to  be  aware  of  major  changes.  Most 
will  be  good  ones.  But  we  encourage  parents  to 
have  good  conversations  with  their  daughters 
about  what  they  are  learning,  about  friendships, 
and  life  on  campus."  **■

Trailblazer  Adelaide  Shaffer  Van  Winkle  '36 
Pledges  Largest  Bequest  to  Lasell 

/\DELAIDE  SHAFFER  VAN  WINKLE  '36,  WHO  RECENTLY  PLEDGED  THE 
largest  bequest  in  the  history  of  Lasell  College,  has  long  been  a  trailblazer  for  women  in 
business.  At  a  time  when  the  so-called  glass  ceiling  for  women  was  about  two  feet  from  the 
floor,  Adelaide  Van  Winkle  rose  through  it  to  the  top. 

"I  learned  early  on  that  if  you're  going  to  be  successful  in 
business,  you  have  to  be  successful  —  period,"  she  asserts.  "Don't 
tell  me  that  I  can't  do  something." 

Adelaide  Van  Winkle  attended  Lasell  College  with  the  Class  of 
1936  and  Columbia  University  in  1941.  Her  "firsts"  started  early  in 
her  career:  at  that  time,  she  was  the  only  woman  to  head  a 
department  at  Sales  Affiliates  in  New  York  City.  During  World 
War  II,  she  became  the  first  woman  to  manage  a  sales  account  for 
Bendix  Aviation. 

In  1946,  she  joined  the  firm  of  Louis  W.  Shaffer,  Inc.,  a  real 
estate  development  company  founded  by  her  grandfather,  William 
Shaffer,  in  1882.  Her  father,  Louis  Shaffer,  turned  over  the 
management  of  the  company  to  his  daughter  in  the  late  1950s  and 
she  assumed  the  position  of  president  and  sole  stockholder  on  her 
father's  death  in  1971. 

During  her  remarkable  career,  Mrs.  Van  Winkle  set  a  number 
of  unusual  precedents  for  women:  she  was  the  first  woman  to 
become  a  full  member  of  the  Appraisal  Institute,  one  of  the  most 

prestigious  appraisal  organizations  in  the  United  States.  She  was  the  first  woman  president  of  the 
Central  Bergen  County  Board  of  Realtors,  the  first  woman  president  of  the  New  Jersey  Association  of 
Realtors,  and  the  first  woman  vice  president  of  the  National  Association  of  Realtors.  In  addition,  she  was 
the  only  female  director  of  the  Garden  State  National  Bank  in  New  Jersey,  and  the  second  woman 
director  in  banking  in  New  Jersey.  Her  many  distinguished  achievements  earned  her  a  listing  in  Who's 
Who  of  American  Women. 

Adelaide  Van  Winkle  also  has  found  time  for  numerous  civic  and  cultural  activities.  She  provided 
leadership  as  a  director  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  and  served  on  the  board  of  managers  of  the  Residence  Home  for 
the  Elderly.  In  addition,  she  was  active  in  the  Little  Theater,  wrote  several  one-act  plays  and  published 
short  stories. 

In  1994,  Mrs.  Van  Winkle  made  the  difficult  decision  to  dissolve  the  family  company,  Shaffer,  Inc., 
on  the  advice  of  her  accountant.  After  her  retirement,  the  corporation  started  to  become  more  of  a 
personal  holding  company  on  which  she  would  have  to  pay  enormous  capital  gains  taxes  if  she  retained 
her  shares. 

Instead,  Mrs.  Van  Winkle  decided  to  give  all  Shaffer,  Inc.  stock  to  Lasell  College  to  fund  a  charitable 
gift  annuity,  which  will  reduce  her  taxes  and  pay  her  some  income  for  life.  Her  gift  also  served  to 
partially  fulfill  a  generous,  six-figure  bequest  pledge  that  she  had  made  earlier  to  Lasell.  By  giving 
Shaffer,  Inc.  to  her  alma  mater,  Mrs.  Van  Winkle  set  a  new  precedent  for  the  College:  her  combination 
life-income  gift  and  bequest  is  the  largest  gift  to  date  from  an  alumna.  In  recognition  of  this  magnificent 
gift,  the  College  will  rename  a  building  (to  be  announced  at  her  upcoming  Reunion  in  June  and 
dedicated  in  fall  1996)  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Van  Winkle.  In  anticipation  of  the  naming,  Mrs.  Van  Winkle  has 
also  made  a  generous  Reunion  gift  to  fund  renovations  to  the  building. 

She  explains  her  generosity,  saying,  "I  think  Lasell  is  doing  a  good  job  in  its  career-oriented 
direction.

IN  MEMORIAM 


HE  YEAR  1995  MARKED  THE  PASSING  OF  THREE  WOMEN  WHO,  FN  THEIR 
lifetimes,  closely  associated  themselves  with  Lasell  College.  They  are  remembered  here  for 
their  special  contributions  to  the  school. 

JULIA  CASE '32 

Julia  Chaffee  Case  '32,  devoted  friend  and  avid  supporter  of  Lasell  College,  died  on  August  10, 1995, 
in  Manchester,  N.H.  She  was  83. 

While  at  Lasell,  Ms.  Case  was  involved  in  many  activities,  including  being  the  class  cheerleader, 
captain  of  the  winning  crew  team,  and  leader  of  the  Glee  Club. 

After  receiving  her  associate's  degree  at  Lasell,  Ms.  Case  went  on  for  her  B.S  at  the  University  of 
Connecticut  and  her  M.A.  from  New  York  University.  She  had  a  long  and  successful  career  as  a  teacher 
of  physical  education. 

Ms.  Case  remained  involved  with  Lasell  throughout  the  years.  She  was  one-time  President  of  the 
Connecticut  Valley  Club  and  served  as  Reunion  coordinator  and  secretary  for  her  class.  In  1987  she  was 
awarded  the  Lasell  Medallion  for  her  commitment  to  the  College. 

In  1993,  Ms.  Case  became  a  member  of  the  Heritage  Society  by  making  a  first-of-its-kind  gift  to 
Lasell:  she  deeded  her  historic  colonial  home  in  Nottingham,  N.H.  to  the  College.  In  recognition  of  her 
generosity,  a  house  on  the  Lasell  College  campus  was  named  Case  House  in  her  honor. 

ELIZABETH  A.  KENNEY 

Elizabeth  "Lib"  Kenney,  former  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lasell,  died  on  September  26, 
1995  in  Huggins  Hospital,  Wolfeboro,  N.H.  She  was  85. 

Born  in  Newton,  she  lived  in  Auburndale  for  most  of  her  life  and  in  Chatham  before  moving  to 
South  Tamworth,  N.H.  eight  months  before  her  death. 

Lib  Kenney  was  a  neighbor  of  Lasell,  and  through  the  years,  supported  the  College  with  a  special 
dedication. 

She  was  also  president  of  the  board  of  directors  for  Newton-Wellesley  Hospital,  and  in  1979,  was 
the  first  woman  to  receive  the  Newton  Medallion  for  Community  Service.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
Congregational  Church  of  Auburndale. 

MARJORIE  MACCLYMON '32 

Marjorie  MacClymon  died  on  October  6, 1995.  After  graduating 
from  Lasell  in  1932,  she  served  as  the  alumnae  secretary  for  45  years. 
She  was  awarded  the  Lasell  Medallion  in  1972  for  "adding  distinction 
to  the  name  of  Lasell." 

As  Lasell's  alumnae  secretary,  Ms.  MacClymon  was  in  charge  of 
coordinating  alumnae  relations,  which  included  fund  raising,  the 
publication  of  the  alumnae  newsletter,  planning  class  reunions,  and 
travelling  throughout  the  country  to  visit  various  Lasell  Alumnae 
clubs.  As  Sally  Remley  Southmayd  '62  wrote  in  her  eulogy  of  Ms. 
MacClymon,  "Even  though  she  didn't  come  from  a  large  family 
herself,  she  became  part  of  a  larger  family — the  Lasell  family,  which 
increased  in  size  with  every  graduating  class!  'Mac'  had  the 
wonderful  capacity  to  learn  and  remember  everyone's  name,  and  it 
didn't  matter  whether  your  graduating  class  was  1920  or  1970  —  she 
knew  your  name,  where  you  lived  and  some  little  gem  about  you.
